7) Tisuidium glaucmum (Mitt.) Jaeg., Adumbr. 2: 331 (1876-1877) 

Specim. exam. : Hokkaido, Mt. Apoi in prov. Hidaka (about 43°N. Lat), leg. 

Sugisawa sine no. in herb. Sakurai; Shimotomaru, Shumukkapu-mura in Prov. 
Ishikari, leg. Saito no. 27738 in herb. Noguchi. 

This species was previously unknown in the northern half of Japan (north 
of about 37°N. Lat.). 

8) Thuidium Meyeniasmm (Hamp.) Doz. et Molk., Bryol. Jav. 2: 121 
(1865) (Fig. 1) 

Autoicous. Plants delicate, wiry, dull yellowish green, in lax mats; stems 
2-3.5cm. long, creeping, radiculose, densely bipinnate, the primary branches 
widely spreading, 2-3.5mm. long; paraphyllia small, simple, and of a single 
row of 3-4 cells, smooth; stem leaves distant, nearly flat when dry, erect-spread¬ 
ing when moist, triangular-ovate, acuminate, not plicate, 0.5-0.6 mm. long and 
0.19-0.22mm. wide, margin denticulate, costa strong, single, pellucid, smooth, 
ceasing near apex, cells of leaf-blade thin-walled, rhomboidal to pentagonal, 
7-12x6-8,«, with one papilla per cell, the papilla thick or thin; branch leaves 
imbricate, incurved when dry, ovate, blunt, 0.4-0.47 mm. long, about 0.2 mm. 
wide, margin slightly denticulate, the costa strong, single, pellucid, smooth, 4/5 
the length of the leaf, cells of leafblade thin-walled, hexagonal, about 12x9 [t, 
cells of the apical region hexagonal to rhomboidal, 13-15 x6. 5-9.5^, with one 
papilla per cell; perichaetial leaves filiform, acuminate, 1.2-1.5mm. long, about 
0.25mm. wide, not plicate, margin irregularly denticulate, costa strong, single, 
smooth, projecting to apex, cells of leaf-blade, elongate, 60-80 x6-8j«, smooth, 
seta erect, reddish brown, not twisted, robust, strongly papillose, 10-12 mm. long, 
about 0. 18mm. in diameter; capsule reddish brown, horizontal to pendulate, 
often inclined, curved when dry, ovoid-cylindrical, about 0.9xl.4mm.; oper¬ 
culum conical, reddish brown; exothecial cells mostly hexagonal, 30-60 X15-30/*, 
thinwalled, with one mamilla per cell; outer peristome teeth reddish bown, 
lanceolate, about 0.4x0.88mm., hyaline, lamellae numerous, coalescent at base, 
strongly papillose at apex; inner peristome teeth light yellow, as long as, or 
shorter than, the outer teeth, finely papillose, the basal membrane high, with

“two cilia per tooth, the cilia long; spores yellowish green, globose, smooth, 
about 11^. 

Specim. exam. : Formosa, Taichu, Prov. Puri (leg. Suzuki sine no. in herb. 
TNS). Ryukyu, Isl. Hateruma (leg. Amano no. 7255 in herb. Noguchi), Isl. Oki¬ 
nawa, Kunigami (leg. Amano no. 7410 in herb. Noguchi), Shuri (leg. Amano 
no. 6248 in herb. Noguchi, leg. Izumikawa no. 49 in herb. Aamakawa & Wata- 
nabe), Kin-mura (leg. Amano no. 6416 in herb. Noguchi), Ogimi-mura (leg. 
Izumikawa no. 25 in herb. Amakawa & Watanabe), Misato-mura, Osato (leg. 
Tawada no. 703 in herb. KYO). Kyushu, Kagoshima Pref., Isl. Amami Oshima, 
Yuwandake (leg. Amano no. 6416 in herb. Noguchi). Hab. : On rocks in 
Okinawa Isl. Range.: Himalaya, Burma, Ceylon, Sumatra, Java, New Guinea, 
Solomon Isl., Philippines, Palau Isl. New to Formosa, Ryukyu, and Japan. 

Thuidium lejeuneoides is closely related to this species, but the perichaetial 
leaves of the former are ciliate, whereas those of Th. Meyenianum are entire; 
the papillae of seta are tapering at the apex in the latter. The specimens of this 
species from Formosa, Ryukyu and Japan quite agree with two tropical ones 
which I could examine (Burma, Goteik; Java, am Berge Gunung-Burung near 
Batavia). 
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
